Whereas Solomon telleth vs, time and chance fal- 
leth aliketoall: — that God cauſerh the 
Sunne to ſhine on theiuſt and vniult, Such an 
ment then were abſurd in Gods ſchoole, not grande 
aright according to the rules of holy writ. 

On the other fide, becauſe the Church of God repre- 
ſented in euerychild of God, is like Noahs Arke on the 
waues of the, world, tolledto and fro with contrary 
winds and waues, ſomctimes in Shiloh, ſometimes ia 
Kerjath-icarim, ſometimes amongſt the Philiſtines, dif.

the blood of man, not of God, and ſwelling the ſtench of 
his owne filth, asked his fHlatterers if the Gods yeeld fuch 
a ſent:

children of God, we mult in true (incerity of heart, be Do» 
ing of good. The Kings daughter is all glorious within, 
and allo without : within , as having a cleere conſcience, 
and cruth in the inward affetions,acleane heart and a new 
ſpirit - without, as hauing on for a garm-ot, a veſture of 
gold, wrought about with divers colours: ſhee is cloathed 
with righteoulnes, as with a garment, and hath it wrought 
molt gloriouſly, wirh the deeds gf mercy, whichas a chec- 
ker worke, of diucrs colours, ethbcoidered with the pure 
ſiiken twittof a helptull and vprighe conu-r(ation, garniſh 
her holy proteſſhen.

T his precepe then of Doing good, is of large extent, in 
that itconcerneth ali durics,and all degrees of-men,not on- 
ly in common, as we are men, and(o bound vynto that 1s 
gentizns torender eucry man hisdue; but in particular, in 
our {cuerall yocations and callings , to exprelſe our fayth 
by Doing of good ,. as wee are Magiltrates or Miniſters, 
Maſters or Seruants, in what eſtate, degree or condition-of 
life ithath pleaſed God to place vs. 

For, know ye all, that not onely choſe generall duties of 
Chriſtianity, 2s the hearing of the word &c. are required z 
whereia, if we fayle, all che world can witneſle againlt vs, 
and cuery one (quepdiguo) will point at'vs, and crie open 
ſhame of vs >not onely theſe (1 ſay ) are carefully tobe per- 
formed ; but moreover , the particularoffices, whereunto 
we are called, for the propagation of Religion and piety 
or the preſervation of order, iuſtice, and equity in the 
Church or Common wealth, and our priuate familie are ſc- 
riouſly to be attended and exccured.. 

Hee agite, in the ſacrifice of the heathen gods, was a 
precept much vſed and obſcrued 3 how much more in the 
ſexpices of the God of heauen, ſhould the ſaid precept(Doe 
- this, thats, intend, and apply all the faculties of your 
minde, to the doing of it) -be kept inutolable? 

What other thing, doth the Apoſtle infinuate ? when he 
faith, He endeauored, to haue alwaics a cleere conſcience 
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toward Godand men, but this point in hand ; That there 
ought to bea concurrence of our holy carriage towards 


minde, and a liberal! difpoſition. 
in the way of right and cquity, 
propter famam , God is to be reucrenced in the way of Re- 
ligion and pictyypropter conſtzentians : Holinelle and righ- 
neem geiods image in man, E- 
pheſf. 4. Neither can wee bea(lurd that weare regenerated, 
we finde in our ſelues a marriage of them both.

Vpand beDoing of good you 'Mapilteates; cxer- 
Ciſc your talengs, @great meea{uce of well-doing is expeRted 
from yoe,God and-man call daily for it, and you ſhall 
wellperformeity if you will cileberimes (with David ) and 
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puniſh the workers of iniquity, if in the zeale of Phincas, 
you will extcute judgement-in Iſrae 1, if you will for the 
better examples ſake, ſanQifie the Lords Sabbath your 
ſelues, and command the fanQification of the ſame by 
others, if you will countenance the good, defend the fa. 
therletle, take the cauſe of the poore into juſt confiderati- 
on, weed out, and rootoutfrom the city of the Lord, all 
vnprofitable members, inordinate walkers , diſſolute 
livers: ſearch Terufalem with lights, for theſe lurkers, in 
the theeuiſh corners of the City, which are the Devils 
clolety, wherein he fitscloſe, ſtudying and contriuing all 
villany, and miſchicfe, and afterward put in execution : 
take heed you winke notat theſe, nouriſh them not, but 
ſuppreſle them ; let them not come in your way, except it 
beto puniſh them : boc agite, principatum quem peritas ud.

maritan, opening the miyſteryof the word of life, whereby, 
many bee made wiſe vnto ſaluation ; andrhat the manof 
God may beperfetly furnjſhed to euery good worke. 
Andin a word, cuery particular degree of men , high 
and low, rich and poore, publikely in the Church, private= 
ly in the family, muſt exerciſe themſeluesin doingof good, 
eelding obedience ro the commandements of God, and 
[ebouring in their liues and conucrſations to make a reall, 
ca aroyall manifeſtation of the fayth which they profetie, 
by Doing of ſome good. 
But there is a more proper obie& of our Doing good,

fully, ſhall reap plenyfally. Tothis end the oyle of our cha- 
rity meſt be compounded rightly: As Moſes was com- 
manded,to put inte the oyle, certaine ſpices, ſo God would 
haue every Chriſtian Almeſgiuer , to play the Druggilt ; 
firſt our almes muſt be like myrrh , which diſtils from che 
tree without cutting or inciſion : ſo muſt charity withoat 
compulſion.

The Shopkcepers alſo, as we paſſe along, to caſt an eye 
of obſernanceon them, how righteous he is in his dealing, 
is caſic to judge, their houſes are as full of deceit as a
